The conditions surrounding the new 


trial of Captain Dreyfua are anything 
but creditable to the French govern- 
ment. The defendant went beforethf 
court at Kennos an innocent man in 
the eye-i of the law, with tho burden of 
proof renting on bis accusers. The 
conduct of the presiding officer, or 
judt;e, in trying the case indicated a 
prejudice against Dreyfus, with a pre- 
sumption of guilt until he proved 
himself mnnueut, thus directly rovers- 
ing one of the great principles of 
justice.

In n recent communication from the 


seat of war, Captain F. Linscott of the 
Nevada (Javalry says the troop is now 
seeing its first hard service.

miles from the city of Manila, near a 
little town called Imus. For a time 
they were camped in a very low un- 
healthy place, and the frequent heavy 
raius often flooded the camp ground 
to the depth of from two to six inches. 


Captain Linseott has been buying 


horses from the natives, both for his 
own and other troops, He had much 
difficulty in securing them, the natives 
heiug loath to part with their mounts. 
Since the troop was supplied with 
horses they havo been detailed at 
scouting. 


Four of the boys have been wounded 


but none seriously so, and excepting 
one or two ill in the hospital, all are as 
strong and rugged as ever. 
They, 


expected to be discharged 
with the 


California 
soldiers, 
but were die- 


xppoioted. The Captain says, bow- 
ever, tbat he has reason to believe 
they will be discharged soon. 


He epeaks in particular of one very 


disagreeable f u t u r e of the fighting. 
They are frt . lenHy seat into the 
enemies' country, and to do so must 
pass through two lines of outposts. 
The first line is invariably friendly, 
th<3 second lit o aoatile. As soon BP 
tho second Hue begins firing, the 
"friendly" line also joins the jolly 
meles and the merry hum of Mausei 
b'llleta fills the air on both sides o!
